Bbethben, — By command of the 
moafc*Wor8lup£ulvi»the»Graiid -Masterj 
and m~adcoi-danbe ..•with the ancient 
custom usual on ' occasions like the 
present, tbo duty devolves on mo of 
ilolivering an address on the merits and 
obligations of our Order. 

"Were Tih aTSla as'I Em • billing, the 
tastr«would easily lie accomplished, for 
the'&iiterials aro indeed abundaut to 
prove ita autiquity and its value. 
Masouvy was practised by the shop- 
herd Astronomers and Astrolo.gers of 
Cbaldea, by the . grjest ...Kings of 
Egypt, by thoBranmihaoTlndia, and 
by \ho Plnlosopbors of Greece, and it 
reached its meridian splendour when 
Solomon, the thou Grand Master of 
the Order, surrounded by his Breth- 
ren, laid with Masonic honours the 
foutfdfttibii'.Btone of the temple which 
he m'ien'de'cl to dedicate to the service 
of God.

J\Ir. Robortaon, Q.O;",'"for tho Dean, re- 
grottod that Ijo was obliged to say they 
luul not bc eu iiblo to ooiuo to any agreo- 
iiiont. Ho tiioii;j;ht that whicliover way 
tlltr Court (IociiUmI this caso, it v.-ould not 
put an uiul to the st.iU; of ailairs now in 
ey iafenee for somo oiglit mouths or a year.

redemption of the pledge given to British 
Columbia. At tho period when terms 
wore proposed to British Columbia which 
.her rulers did not seo fit to accept. 1 had 
ceased to bo a member of tlio Canadian 
Government. Those terms in my opinion 
went to the extreme verge, and demon- 
strated the existence of an earnest desire 
to do everything which could be— with 
any show of reason— demanded, and I 
nhould very much regret if any attempt 
wore made to entangle the country fur- 
ther, or arrange for tho commeucoment 
»nl prosecution of the work more rapidly 
than is involved by tho terns so offered, 
and the largo provision which wa made 
by the increase of taxat.'oa la.-jt session. 
Wo aro called upon to oommonco the 
work immediately. I do not know that I 
can poiut out to you more strikingly the 
rashness- the insanity of the bargrdn 
thrust upon you by your lata rulers, than 
by telling you that the abaaddued line of 
the Fraser — abandoned early because it 
was thought by the engineers to bo so ex- 
ponsivo aa to be impraotioablo— has boon 
returned to, as affording the prospect 
of a better lino than those upon the ex- 
ploration of which such large sums have 
been expended. And this is the state of 
things long after the railway should, un- 
der the bargain, have been begun. We 
aro asked to begin at once, though wa 
cannot yet find a route, and while a mis- 
take in the choice may involve extra ex- 
penditure not only of many millions in 
the lirst cost, but of annual millions more 
in tho running of the road. (Hear, hear.) 
Until those shrveys aro thoroughly com- 
pleted, and until we have found the least 
impracticable route through that inhos- 
pitable country, that 'Sia of mountains,' 
it is folly to talk of comiiioncing tho work 
of construction. Speaking conjecturally, 
1 am of tho opinion that the Dritish Col- 
umbian section of the railway, even if it 
turns out to bo practicable as an engin- 
eering work, will involve an enormous 
expenditure, approximating to 836,000,- 
OOU, and after its comjiletion will involve 
an enormous annual charge on tho roTon- 
uea of llie eonntrv frir iin rnnning ox- 
pens.--.-j; ami 1 tioubt nuirh if tiiat section 
can be k.jplopen after il is buiit. 1 thiuit 
the chief auviutage tao British Colum- 
bians will derive from tho enterpribo will 
coubist in the cironlaiion of money and 
the profits of mercantile operations atten- 
dant on the c jnstru«tion, and that Canada 
will be a frightful loser by the alTair. 
Now, even iindor these circnmstanccs.tlio 
fact that the population of British Col- 
umbia is only some 10,000 altogether, re- 
presenting, perhaps, not so many house- 
holders as tho andienoG I now ro'o before 
nio, ought not to disentitle them lo s.ay: — 
"You shall fulfil your bargain, or release 
us from our bonds.' Il is tlioir right to 
take such a course, if thoy think lit, but 
1 deny that this is any reason why wo 
Bhould<plungo.this country into ruin by 
tho attempt. I have some reason to be- 
lieve that these people aro sufliciontly 
son.siblo and reasonable to recogiii/.o aud 
act on tho truth of the matter, unless, in- 
deed, they aro sustained by agitators in 
this country, who are willing, for tho .sake 
of creating hu embarrassment to the Gov- 
ernment, to excite false and delutjive 
hopes among thorn. The temper of Par- 
liament you may judge from tho fact that 
during last session an amendment was 
moved by one of tho I'.ritish Cohllubian 
meinbors ( Mr. Ihiuater) insisting upon 
an eiirly prosecution of tho work iu that 
I'roviuce, but ho was snstained by Ave 
members only — two or three from . his 
Province, and a coui)le of those whom 
my friend Mr, Mowat delights to call On- 
tario T(5rieH. {Laughter.) If under all 
the circunrstances tho ColumbiaiiH were 
to say:— 'You must go on and liiii.sh this 
railway according to tho terms or take 
tho alternative of releasing U3 from the 
Confederation,' I woldd — take the alter- 
native! (Cheers.) I believe tbat is tho 
\iew of the people of this country, and it 
may as well bo plainly stated, because 
siieh a plain statement is the very thing 
which will prevent the British C'olnni- 
biaiis from making such extravagant de- 
mands.

"Who lia.ven.le a Sausages ? 

not HEYWOOD. 

A correspondent u.sUs us this question: 
"Who was the iiivoator of sausages?" ' 
We answered: It was unknown. Jhlihs " 
Ciesar- claimed to be the inventor, bnt 
historiana and connmentalors havo uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt in the minds of tho best informed 
writers on tho subject but that tho Ger- 
mans wore tho inventors of the sausage, 
and that Ciesar in his wars against the 
stubborn German tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making the sausage. 
On his return to Rome, after crossing the 
Rubicon, he tried to induce the inhabil- 
antM of the Imperial city to adopt it as aa 
article of food, but the Koiuaiis wero rich, 
they fed on luxuriea garnered from the 
lands which tliiiy had conquered and 
tlie.ii rejecleil tho sausage. On the morn- 
ing of the day of his death at tho hand-q 
of the conspirators, Cie .ar sadly informed 
his wife that Imperial Itomo was totter- 
ing to its full, iind that fall was hastened 
by its rejection of sou-^ages. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact — ono quoted 
by the great historian Simanides, and.',' 
(libbons, and Niebulir — that no nation ' 
ha.-i been great as ii military power, in 
modern times, v.liieh did not make sau- 
sages ono of its iiriiiui articles of diet. 
The recent war between Germany and 
France \)rove-s this. Koventy-livo years 
ago the French wore iutoiisuly fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europo.' Bnt, 
like the Romans, they took to' luxu'roua' 
living, and tho downfall of la belle France 
followed. 

The Germans havo always been a war- 
like nation. They Inivc alv, aj-s been cat- 
ers of sausage. The greatest general - of ■ 
modern times, Moltko, dines upon saus- 
age three time^ia day. He saya that no 
man who ia not a lover of sausages can 
ever make a groat general. Soino years 
a.!.;o ho wiis called upon while at brealifast 
by a young ollic-n'. Ilo was eating his 
usual iiu-al of " w u ist and iiuinpornickel," 
and a-sked the young olHcer to join him. 
The oll'er was docliuedou the ground Jiiat 
lie nevet'could eat sausages. "Sir,I'*aid 
the groAt general, looking at the oiScor 
with fliishing eyes, "the man who cannot 
cat sausages need never expect promo- 
tion from me." Tho young oliicer at once 
applied himself !io .issiduonsly to tho cul- 
tivation of a ta.-~te I'or sausages that in the 
lato war ho had risen to bo General Von 
Moltkfl's ebief of stftft*. A distaste foi' sau^ 
bilges led to tho dismissal of a wooer of 
the General's daughter. Sho afterwards 
married a inaiiiiliu't ii rer of nausages with 
her father's iip[ir.ii)iitioii, and she is now 
tho happy niolher of eiglit healthy 8au» 
sago-eating children. Were anyone 10 
say in General Von Moltko's presence 
that sausages were tnnde out of refuse 
dogs, he wonld regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. .•\iiil yet he has n vci accounted
